© A team of archaeologists and 
anthropologists accompanied 
by a film crew have recently 
returned from a remote jungle in 
Honduras, Central America. There, 
they explored, mapped and surveyed 
the remains of a little-known ancient 
city, which thrived 1 ,000 years ago. 
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Though the site has been known about for 
the last few decades, this latest expedition 
to the area revealed more information 
than ever before. It also uncovered an 
incredible hoard of stone sculptures. 

The ancient artefacts, found at the 
base of a pyramid, appeared to be 
untouched and experts think they may 
have been an offering to an ancient god. 
The tops of 52 objects were found 
peeking out of the ground, including 
vessels carved with snakes and vultures. 

Though the objects have all been 
documented, they have not been 
removed. The exact location has not been 
revealed so as to protect the area from 
looters. Experts are also worried the site 
may be in danger from deforestation.

Telescope is a huge solar- 
powered telescope in Earth's 
orbit. Launched by NASA in 
1 990, it's the length of a 
bus and weighs as ^ 

^ A much as two adult 

elephants! • i 
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You're looking at a region of space that's a whopping 
7,500 light years away from Earth (one light year is 9.4 
trilUon km!). Fifty light years wide - that's 470 trillion km - 
this picture shows part of the Eta Carinae Nebula, an immense 
cloud of gas and dust, containing a mix of hot young stars, dying 
stars and areas where stars are being formed. The main star, 

Eta Carinae (far left) is believed to have 1 00 times the mass of 
our own star, the Sun (it contains up to 1 00 times the amount 
of matter) and is five million times brighter, too! 

But we'd know far less about this incredible part of our galaxy 
if it wasn't for the Hubble Space Telescope, which took this 
remarkable image. Theitelescope has just celebrated its 25th 
liversary in space, so we can't wait to see what pictures it

It's not all doom and gloom - mountain gorillas 
are the only species of great ape whose numbers 
are increasingl That's in part down to intensive 
work by the International Gorilla Conservation 
Programme, which WWF helped set up. 

This programme works to find ways in which 
gorillas and humans can live in harmony with 
each other. This includes working with locals to 
reduce their need to enter gorillas habitats. It also

He's the boss, 
organising activities like eating, nesting 
and deciding when they'll move around 
their home range - which can be 40km^l 



Lives; Just two isolated places in Africa - 
the Virunga Volcanoes (on the borders 
of Rwanda, Uganda and the Democratic 
Republic of the Congo], and the Bwindi 
Impenetrable National Park in Uganda. 
Habitat: Rainy, cold mountain forests 
with plenty of green vegetation. They 
can be found as high as 4,000m.

Before you chuck something away - STOP and THINK! 

Around 60% of what ends up in the rubbish dump 
could be recycled! And most local authorities in the 
UK collect your recycling for you! Some ask you to 
separate all the materials yourself, while others let you put 
all recyclables in one bag. These co-mingled collections are 
taken to a Materials Recovery Facility (MRF) for sorting. 
We visited one to find out how our waste is sorted. . .

At the huge, hi-tech Bywaters Materials Recovery Facility 
in East London, whirring machines, massive magnets 
and workers are busy separating tonnes of rubbish ^ 
into different materials, which are snaking around A 
the vast warehouse on fast-moving conveyor belts, m 
Once sorted, these different materials - steel cans, I 
aluminium cans, cardboard, paper and various types ■ 
of plastics - are squashed into big cubes called bales ^ 
using special machines, while glass is crushed. The 
materials are then sold to various recycling companies, 
both here in the UK and around the world, to turn into 
new products. So, not only does recycling make the best 
use of our limited resources, it's good business, too!

Most of our rubbish is buried in landfill sites - there an 
around 330 of them in the UK. Bulldozers squash down 
each day's trash, and then it's covered with a biyer of soif 
to help keep rats and birds out. The landfill Is lined with 
thick clay and plastic to prevent poisonous rubbish juices 
(called leachate) leaking into water supplies. But rotting 
rubbish gives off a gas called methane, which makes 
our planet hotter, causing climate change. Bad news.
